cnnstnictioB ia already under Way 
in that Connty, positively declares 
that Project .T2 may confidently be 
expected to be completed in the term 
of five years specifiai. 

Tharafora tha oMDegr advaaead to 
the Stata by the Connty on Project 
32 would at that time be due in re- 
payment to the County and the bonds 
retired. 

With the rapid ineraasa in anto-.

exceed its present aatiaated total. 
Commissioner Bogga agrees with the 
writer that thia wiR make possible a 
still earlier completion of the entire 
State System than iireviSu?; calcula- 
tions have indicated.

gested the idea of a bond issue and a| 
loan to the State because they be- 
lieved that waa ^a plan which

ed a? nll-tbe -ycnr-'round, hnrrf-snr- 
faccd. T'f^''''iiaiii'iit t\|io roads — and 
because they knew of no other plan 
whereby the Connty could possibly 
meet tha desparaia aitaatioii they 
called to tin attention of the tax- 
payers for ttair serious confedera- 
tion. Certain it is tbcy stated em- 
phatically that something must be 
done. Therefore, it is clear, unless 
the voters anthoriae the bond Issue 
with the very moderate tax of twen- 
ty cents on the hundred dollars for a 
few years until the loan is repaid 
by the State, that it will be necessary 
for the Connty to apead a good deal 
more on ita own reapooaibility, with 
totally nnsatisfaotory reenlts, and 
with no chance of being reimbnrsed 
for the money thus "wasted."

An enrtvrsro on the export of bi- 
tuminous colli was urffed in the Ren- 
nt» by Penntor Wnlsh, Democrat, of 
Massnrhusetts, who declared that the 
country faced '^dnstylnt pnimiyals 
for Inck of coal unless son^p aneh 
step is tnkpn. "Immediate action on 
his resolution asking the Interstate 
Commerce Commission for informa- 
tion on the overseas coal movement 
was prevented on objection by Sen- 
ator Sutherland, Republican, of West 
Virginia.

25,000,000 tons a year against a pro- 
duction of 500,000.000 tons. He 
nsked if Senator Wnlsh would agree 
to stopping export to Canada nlso. 
The Mnssachusetts Senator said he 
would have the export movement out 
as a whole aa eoal prodnetioii has 
been reduced to one-third of its nor- 
mal output. 

FARMERS COME AND SEE

the College of Agriculture and Ex- 
periment Station this season were 

from Madison county. Seventy-seven 
t)f tlioe men cntiio over to see what 
thev could learn from experiments on 
vnrious phases of agriculture. After 
they hnd looked at the livostock, soil 
plots, beef cattle feeding bszns, hog 
bams, etc., they agreed thnt it was 
one of the best day'a woik fhej had 
ever done.
